Specifically, the prior art of record fails to 
teach a mounting assembly comprising a horizontal header mountable at the opening 
above the door panel, the header rail including a rail and an adjustable header 
expansion assembly having a shaft extending longitudinally relative to the rail and a nut 
in threaded engagement with the shaft, the nut disposed within the header rail such that
